WORLD-BEATING NUCLEAR STATION 


Ontario Hydro’s Pickering nuclear power station, Canada’s first full-scale com- 
mercial nuclear plant, is performing beyond expectations. With only three of its four 
reactors operational, Pickering attracted international attention when in December 
1972 it produced more electricity than any other nuclear power station in the world, 

Recent high capacity factors of over 99 per cent for all three reactors will be a 
topic of discussion at the internationally attended Canadian Nuclear Association 
convention in Toronto in June. Ontario Hydro’s Chief Engineer H. A. Smith will 
talk on the development of the province’s CANDU-concept stations — pr tube 
reactors using natural uranium fuel and heavy water for moderator and heat trans. 
fer fluid. 

Three nuclear power stations are operating in Ontario — 20,000-kilowatt Nuclear 
Power Demonstration, a pilot plant, 200,000-kilowatt Douglas Point, a full-scale proto. 
type, and 2,160,000-kilowatt Pickering. Bruce nuclear power station, under construc- 
tion near Douglas Point, is slated to start operating its first unit in 1975. Completed 

capacity will be 3,200, 000 kilowatts.
